CONTINUED EXAMINATION UNDER 37 CFR L114 AFTER FINAL REJECTION 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this appUcation after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR L114. Applicant's submission filed on 7-8-04 has been entered. 

Claims 2, 5-25, 29-31, 33, 38, 48-49, 52-54 are currently pending in this application. 
Claims 14-25, 29-31, 33, 38, 53-54 which were withdrawn firom consideration as drawn to non- 
elected invention have now been rejoined with claims 2, 5-13, 48-49 which have been found 
allowable.

Claim 52 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 52 depedns from a cancelled claim and the subject matter of claim 52 has 
not antecendence basis with any other claim. Examiner suggests cancellation of claim 52 
entirely.
